Enclosed is a package of materials focusing on the 
above-mentioned countries. Due to the upcoming elections in 
Nicaragua (Nov. 4), most of the information deals with that 
country . 

1. A September 1984 New York Times article on alleged 
kidnappings by Nicaragua's anti-Sandinistas , with accompanying 
letter-to-the-editor by Professor Bernard Nietschmann of the 
University of California at Berkeley. Professor Nietschmann, 
an expert on the Indians of Nicaragua, points out the biases 
and inaccuracies of the NY Times article. 


2. Extracts of two secret Sandinista speeches, published 
in August and September 1984 by Poreign Report . The two 
speeches, by junta member Bayardo Arce, were first published in 
the Barcelona newspaper La Vanguardia . Publication of the 
speeches proved to be embarrassing for the Sandinistas because 
of the candidness of some of the statements. Por example, Arce 
characterizes the upcoming Nicaraguan election as a ”hindrance* 
and says further that *We are discussing . . . first, the idea 
of putting an end to all this artifice of pluralism ..." In 
the second speech, Arce calls for ”... unity of the 
Marxist-Lenists of Nicaragua . . .* And in some very telling 
statements, Arce further unmasks Sandinista views when he says, 
*But democracy, as they call it, bourgeois democracy, contains 
an element which we can manage and obtain positive elements for 
the construction of socialism in Nicaragua. He goes on to say, 
•The Socialist party is a Marxist-Leninist party . . .*, and 
*This is going to be the first experience in the construction 
of socialism with the dollars of capitalism.* 


3. *Other Voices From Nicaragua,* is an article by Sister 
Camilla Mullay, taken from the August 31, 1984, edition of The 
Pilot . In this article, the Sister points out the fact that 
many religious leaders who strongly opposed Somoza are also 
strongly opposed to the Sandinistas today and, *They find it 
disheartening that their new Sandinista oppressors have been 
winning the propaganda war for North America and Western 
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Bucope.* Sister Camilla relayed a message from a Nicaraguan 
Sister vhich sums up the situation pretty well: *North 
Americans should not take for granted that the news they get 
from Nicaragua is true. There's no voice foc the religious not 
Sandinistas.* 

4. Talking points called *Nicaragua's Sandinistas: A 
Betrayed Revolution.* These talking points include the 
subjects of security, human rights, elections, and 
O.S./Nicacaguan celations. 

5. *A Precedent for 1984?* briefly explains the way Somoza 
manipulated the 1974 Nicacaguan election and received 95% of 
the votes, setting the stage for later upheaval by making it 
apparent that a democratic end to the Somoza dynasty had become 
impossible. 

6. •Preed Cuban: What Price Peace and Preedom?* is an 
article by Andres Vargas Gomez, one of the 25 political 
prisoners released by Castro this summer. Appearing in The 
Wall Street Journal on July 13, 1984, the article clearly 
illustrates the sad plight of the many political prisoners of 
Cuba, regularly subjected to physical torture and commonly 
ezecuted. 

7. Copy of two recent cables, the first contains Costa Rican 
President Monge's declarations regarding his country's friendly 
relations with the U.S., and the second contains speech 
excerpts from the opening ceremony of the recent San Jose 
conference of Foreign Ministers. 

8. Two press clippings of recent trips to Seattle and 
Cleveland, giving examples of the kinds of questions 
Administration officials are commonly asked as they speak on 
Central America in various regions of the country.

To the Editor: 

When I read the New York Times I want to read The New York Times, not Barricada , 
the official newspaper of the Sandinistas. Stephen Kinzer's article "Anti- 
Sandinistas Said to Kidnap 2" (September 10) does little more than to pass on a 
highly politicized govemment statement. Kinzer is a seasoned reporter and normally 
does a good job covering Latin American news. He has interviewed many leaders of 
rhe various anti-Sandinista groups so he should know who is who and where their 
forces operate in Nicaragua. 

Kinzer reports the Managua report that two Sandinista officials were kidnapped 
north of Bluefields September 5 by "United Státes-backed insurgents" who are 
"right-wingrebels." Nonsense. This sort of hyphenated intermediary joumalism only 
echos Sandinista symbols when the need is to clear up \ñio is who and why these 
things are happening. 

The Indian force MISURASATA took the two Sandinista officials and they are 
reported safe. MISURASATA insurgents are Indians and are not "right-wing rebels," 
nor are they left wing; they are Indians, Indian wing if one must wing it. 

Nicaraguan Indians have experienced and have rejected both ends of the Westem 
political spectrum. MISURASATA is hot a "United States-backed" grotq). U.S. 
nssistance was very small scale and short term and even that has ceased since May. 

In fact, the three other insurgent groups--.FDN, MISURA, and Pastora's FRS (Frente 
Rsvolucionario Sandino)--have not received U.S. aid ,for 4) months. Without^the 
capacity of resupply, the nature of the insurgent groups' strategy is chmging 
inside Nicaragua; they are by necessity much more -self-sufficient, more in the 
style of classic guerrilla warfare where border area sanctuaries and dependence 
upon outside supplies are not requisites. 

The reported recent kidnappings were done near the lower Río Grande area, in 
the heart of MISURASATA-controlled Indian territory. Since May local Indian insur- 
gent forces have fought many small-scale battles and ambushes against Sandinista 
army and militia units which escalated into the government's bombing and forced 
relocation of Indian communities. In tum, MISURASATA forces attacked non-Indim 
communities of La Cruz (two times) and Tortuguero. So the two Sandinista officials 
in Kinzer's article were not just on the campaign trail, they entered a war zone of 
intense conflict. And one of the officials is a member of Sandinista State Security. 
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Hhy is it that news reporting focuses on alleged "contra" kidnappings, while 
ignoring the several hundred civilian Indians and caoqpesinos idio have been taken 
from their homes by government military and security forces and are listed as 
"disappeared"? About 70 or 80 Indians have "disappeared" and the govemment has yet 
to account for their whereabouts. This is about the same number of kidnapped people 
as the Sandinistas claim have been kidnapped by the "contras." Nhere is Franklin 
Blandford, age 27, "kidnapped" by Sandinista Security last October from the same 
area tdiere the two Sandinistas were reported to have been kidnapped last week? And 
why haven't any Sandinista military officials been charged with the killings of 
seven innocent Indian civilians at Nalpasiksa, September 13, 1982? (Eloterio 
Martínez, Sampson Martínez, Gonzalito Martínez, Amulfo Matama, Alejandro González, 
Cárdenas Leban, Farley Taylor.) Thirty-seven Indians arrested at the same time of 
these witnessed killings were later released by a government judge for lack of 
evidence to support the charge that they were "counterrevolutionaries." 

If Kinzer and other reporters want to understand what's going on inside 
Nicaragua they will have to do better than only to search for outside reasons 
and Managua-supplied explanations. Govemment attacks against Indian communities 
and the killing and kidnapping of Indian civilians have increased the size of Indian 
insurgent forces and provoked responses in kind. Kinzer's story has the Managua 
refrain that only the "contras" kill civilians. But in this story there are three 
"wings" and three sides.

Two local Sandinisu leaden were ap- 
^parently Udnapped tiy Nicaraguan 
rebels last week. and Govemnient o(fi- 
cials here said today tbat they feared 
both had been killed. 

The r epo r ted abductions brou^ to 
82 tbe number of people belicved car- 
ríed off by United States-bhdbed inaur> 
gents 8ir«ce die beginning of July. the 
officials said. They asserted that peo- 
ple tnvotved in Sandinisu organixa* 
tioos were being Urgeted in an effort to 
disoourage residenu from oooperating 
witb tbe Govenunent. 

One of tbe two Sandinisu leaders re- 
ported kidnapped. Ray Hooker. is a lor- 
mer univeni^ dean educated in tbe 
United States. He had been chosen as a 
Sandinisu candidau for the new Na- 
tional Assembly that is to be dect e d in 
November. and was timvtíing (rom this 
Atlantic ooast dty to tbe Indian viUage 
of Karawaia. about 70 miles nortb of 
bere. to promou his candidacy. 

Tbe other victim, Patrlcia Ddgado. 
is a member of tbe regional Sanrtinista 
goveniing commitue and was travd- 
ing with Mr. Hooker to the village. 

Tbe captain of the smail lauoch in 
artiidi tb^ were traveling. Santlago 
Mayorga. was also missing In the ind- 
dent. which oocuiTed Wednesda y . Tbe 
Nicaraguan Defense MlnisCiy was 
quoted as saying Fiiday that the three 
had heen abducted hy 80 in s ur ge ntt . 

4 Bodtas Have Ben Fanni 
Of tbe 82 fncaragnans leporud kkt- 
napped by rigbt-wtag rdiels since Juty. 
the bodies of 4 were lound in üie Esoon- 
dido River last month. hut tlie fau of 
the other 78 victinis is unknown. Some 
are believed to have been taken to rebel 
camps In Cosu Rica or Honduras. 

SaDdintsU offícers bdieve that 
nearíy 1,000 rebels, known as oantras, 
are scatured througbout southeastero 
Nicaragua. a sparsdy populated cx- 
panse of swamps, Jungles and troirical 
rain forests. Over tbe last 10 days. tbey 
have mounted a series of atucks. 

On Aug. 30, a raidlng party captured 
and buroed a barge used to haul food 
and ocber goods to Bluefields (rom the 
westero part of tbe oountiy. Ibree 
crewmen aboard tbe baige were car- 
ried off . and tbere has heen oo word of 
their fau.

The Sandinist govemment in Nicaragua has bcen seriously oinbarrassed b\ ;lu- 
publication in thc Barcelona ncwspaper La Vanguardia of a secrel spcerli b\ oiu- 
of Nicaragua’s nine comandantes, Bayardo Arce, lo the reniral commiuee of ihe 
small NÍcaraguan Socialisi party (PSN>— a a pro-Soviei Communist giiuip— iu 
Managua at thc end of June. The co-ordinaior of ihe .Saiulimst Junia. Damol 
Ortega, has admitted the authcnticity of thc speech. which was discreeily tajH - 

recorded. • r 

Arcc’s spccch is reminisccnt of somc asp^ts of thc secrci spccch of Maunce 
Bishop about the goals of thc revolution in Grenada (FORÉIGN RETORT May 
17th). Arce told the PSN représeniatives thai ihe ohjective of Nicaraguas 
revolution was to establish a one-party státe on ortluxlox Mai xist-Leninist liiu s. 
hc stressed the need for unity beiw^n the Sandinists and ihe PSN; and lie 
suggested that the rcsult of thc presideniial election oii November -Ith w.ns 
entirely predictablc. Arce said: 

We believe ihat the election must be used to securc a voie for Sandinism, which is U iug 
questioned and stigmaiised by imperialism. in oidei u> deiuonstraie thai ihe 
Nicaraguan people . . . are for Marxism-Leninism. Tlicy wiH uoi ovenurn ihis voie hy 
force, as they did in Chile. 

If it were not for the sute of war forced on us . . . ihe elet loral problein would Ix-

needs is the power to uke aaion. And this power lo lake aeii.>n is whai consniuies ihe 
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«scncc of the dicwn^rship of thc proietariat . . . So the election is. from this pomt of 
vicw a hindrance, likc a »uiul<r of other things . . . But, from a realistic point of vww. 
thcs^ things are weaiH.i« of thc rcvolution in forwarding the buildingof socialism. So it 
is uscful for us. for cxaiuplc. to point to an entreprencurial class and private 
producdon in a mixcil ecoiioiiiy. while we get on with the strategic aspecu . . . The 

iniportantareas(ofthcctouoiiiy)areundersutecontrol. 

We are discussing . . . first. thc idca of putting an end to all th» arufice of 
ihat there is a Socialist aiul Communist pany. a Chnstian Socialist and a ^al 
Deinocrat party etc. which has been useful to us up to now.

lii mir lasi issuc (FokkkíN ReporT, August 23rd). we publtshed extructs of a 
scci'ct spcech hy a iiu'iiilicr of thc Sandinist juiita, Bayardo Arce, explaiiiiiig the 
.Saiiiliiiist strutcgy toi .Nic.iiagua. .Arce is coordiiiutor of thc political coiniiiis.sioii 
of thc Saiidiiiist Froni. flc askcd che allicd Socialisi purty. a Marxist-Leniiiist 

group, to unite with the Sandinists after the election in Novcinber. Here are 
some more tape-recorded extracts of Arce’s spieech: 

Imperialism asks us three things: that we abandon intrrveniionísm; thai we abandon 
our siraiegic tics with the Soviet Union and the socialist coinmiiniiy; and that we shoiild 
be democratic. We cannot stop being iniemationalists wiihout stopping bcing 
revolutionary. We cannot stop our stratégic relations. This does not cnter inio any 
consideration ... 

But democracy, as they call it, bourgeois democracy, contains an element which we 
can manage and obuin positive elements 'for the construction of socialism in 
Nicarag^ua . . . The most important . . . is the elaboraüon of a new constitution 
because . . . (it) will allow us to shape jurídical and poliiical prínciples for the 
construction of socialism . . . This new juridical framework will lei us adopi a new 
rhythm, more dynamic. That is the project whkh we will obtain from the electoral 
process. 

So in ihis context, in which ihe eleciions will íét us be more clear in a seríes of things, 
we ask what role will our allied forces pIay?_The Socialist party is a Marxist-Leninist 
party . . . We have not dedared ourselves.in a public and ofridal way as Marxisi- 
Leninists . . . We say; Do we have strategk dinérences wiih ihe Socialist party, or does 
the Sodalist pany have differences with us? Isn't it time to make a single party? Why 
are we communists putting on different shirts? 

We ourselves have surted to discuss this, but we invite you to discuss it loo. Becaiise, 
if we wish, well, after the elections, we are going to drop the fíction that there is a 
Socialist party which is Marxist-Leninist and there are those of ihe Sandinist Front, 
who still have not taken ofT their shirt. This problem of identity in ihe electoral process 
. is absolutely secondary . . . We are trying to avoid changing faces too much, avoiding 
confusions: we don’t ulk about the aspect in depth ... 

This is going to be thc first cxpericnce in the construction of .socialism with ihe 
dollars of capiulism. 

We still have noi surted to move ihe crowds {turbas) — because thc momeni has noi 
yet arrived. We are concenirating our efforts on miliury matters . . . 

We must ukc advanuge of ihis change, which theelectoral press represents, to draw 
positive profits: the unity of the Marxist-Leninists of Nicaragua. Thank you.

Backqround 

— The vast majority of Nicaraquans, including labor/ 
studentS/ academics/ business/ and farmers/ coliaborated in 
tbe overthrow of Somoza; support for the Sandinista 
National Liberation Pront (PSLN) was indeed high in Juiy 
i979. 

In i979 and i980/ the ü.S. attempted to buiid constructive 
reiations with the Sandinista government by providing 
economic assistance and dipiomatic support to the 
Nicaraguan government. 

— The U.S. suppiied Nicaragua with approximateiy $li8 miiiion 
of economic assistance between July i979 and Aprii i98i. 

— Peace Corps assistance for Nicaragua was offered; however/ 
the Government of Nationai Reconstruction (GRN) refused it. 

In the i8 months after it came to power/ the Sandinista 
ieadership expanded ties with Cuba and the Soviet Union/ 
to support foreign guerriiia groups in neignboring 
countries/ and to buiid up their miiitary to ieveis 
unprecedented in tne Centrai American region. 

Even as recentiy as June of i982/ tne U.S. government 
offered a $5.i miiiion economic assistance grant to 
Nicaragua's private sector. In August 1982/ however/ the 
the Sandinista regime refused to aiiow furtner 
disbursements of tne grant/ thus pceventing much needed 
foreign exchange from reaching tne private sector. 


Security 

Nicaragua maintains the iargest contingent of foreign 
miiitary advisers in the area: between 2/500 and 3,500 
Cuban miiitary and security aovisers; at ieast iOO soviec 
and other east bioc miiitary advis'ers; and about 50 
advisers from Lioya and tne PLO. 

— There are aiso 4,500 to 6,500 Cuban civiiian advisers, an 
increasing number of whom are young maies who have 
compieted miiitary training. 

— Nicaragua continues to increase its army and its stores of 
weapons. it now has over iOO/000 persons under arms, 
inciuding the reguiar army, reserves, and miiitia. 

— Nicaragua continues to receive weapons from the soviet 
bioc/ augmenting its aiready focmiaaoie arsenai of tanks, 
heavy artiiiery, acmored pecsonnel carriecs/ and multipie 
rocxet launchers. 
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Slgnif icantly f Micacagua maintains sevecal battalions of 
medium oattle tanks which give it an offensive capability. 

The Sandinistas continue to assist gueccillas in othec 
countcies, pcimacily the FHLN/PDR in Ei Saivadoc, thcough 
shipments of acms and suppiies, tcaining, and pcovision of 
command-and-contcoi centecs in Nicacagua. 

On Hay 8, an unacmed Honducan heiicoptec was shot down ovec 
Nicacaguan teccitocy by Sandinista focces. The Govecnment 
of Nationai Reconstcuction then decocated the Sandinista 
unit commandec who shot down the heiicoptec. 


Human Rights 

— The Sandinistas' dcive to dorainate Nicacaguan poiiticai 
iife has ied to a pattecn of cepeated vioiations of huraan 
cights. These inciude theic ocutai tceatment of tne 
Hiskito IndianS/ attacks on ceiigious gcoups, pcioc 
censocship of the pcess, and wideiy cciticized *speciai 
tcibunais. * 

— A State of Eraecgency continues, aiiowing the govecnment to 
maintain pcioc censocship and to suspend the cights to fcee 
asserabiy and habeas cocpus. 

— "Peopie's Tcibunais" have been estabiished. Sorae peopie 
have been sentenced by the tcibunais to as long as 30 yeacs 
in pcison. 

In iate I98i and eaciy i982, the Sandinistas foccibly 
ceiocated appcoximateiy iO^OOO Hiskito Indians fcom theic 
homeiands to distant cesettiement camps. 

In iate Decembec i983, moce thah i,000 Hiskito Indians fied 
Nicacagua foc Honducas; they wece accompanied by two U.S. 
bishops, one of whom the Sandinistas had aiceady announced 
had been kiiied by Hiskito guecciiias. The two bishops 
escocted the Indians undec theic own fcee wiii. 

— Intecviewed latec, some of those who fieu said tnat 
Sandinista tcoops had toctuced Hiskitos, ceduced theic food 
cations, and had jaiied pecsons acbitcaciiy. * 

— Heavy Govecnraent of Nationai Reconstcuction censocship ied 
La Pcensa , the oniy independent newspapec in Nicacagua, not 
to pubiish on at ieast ii occasions so fac in i984. 

Some censoced acticies in i984 concecned Govecnment of 
Nationai Reconstcuction attempts to chaiienge the cight of 
the Cathoiic Chucch hiecacchy to seiect teachecs foc 
Cathoiic schoois. On Apcii 23, the Govecnment of Nationai 
Reconstcuction censoced the Cathoiic Chucch's pastocai 
iettec issued on Eastec Sunday (Apcii 22). 
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The Government of Nationai Reconstruction nas made much of 
its amnesty for Miskitos, but the truth is that since it 
was offered, more than a thousand Miskitos have left 
Nicaragua, and only a handfui have returned. At ieast 
i6,000 Miskitos have fied Nicaragua since i98i. 

The exodus continues. In Aprii i984 some 600 Miskitos fied 
to refuge in Honduras. 

The existence of poiiticai prisoners, aroitrary arrest and 
disappearances have been documented by Nicaragua's 
independent Permanent Commission for Human Rights. 

On Juiy iO the Sandinista regime expeiied iO foreign 
Cathoiic priests foiiowing a demonstration ied by Managua 
Archbishop Obando y Bravo in support of Rev. Luis Amado 
Pena. Pena is presentiy oeing confined in a seminary oy 
Nicaraguan authorities. There are press reports that tne 
Sandinistas may try Pena before *speciai tribunais* for 
aiieged *counterrevoiutionary activities.* 


Biections 


The Sandinistas promised the Nicaraguan peopie ano the OAS 
to hold free elections and to support pluralismn 
nonaiignment , and a mixed economy. 

Once in power, the Sandinistas postponed elections and oniy 
recentiy have taken measures to hoid eiections in Novemoer 
i984. 

Sandinista spokesmen have said that Nicaragua wiii not have 
"bourgeois eiections,” and that eiections wiii oniy 
"confirm the Sandinista Revoiution,* raising doubts about 
the Sandinistas commitment to genuineiy free eiections. 

The Government of Nationai Reconstruction has iowered the 
minimum voting age for the upcoming November eiections to 
i6 years, thus incorporating youths enfranchising by the 
Sandinista youth organizations. 

The Sandinistas stiii nave outs'tanding issues for eiections 

(1) The State of Emergency/ which has given the 
Government of Nationai Reconstruction arbitrary power 
over key facets of society. 

(2) Equai access to media by the poiiticai parties during 
the electorai campaign and the abolition of prior 
censorship. 

(3) Aoiiity to participate and to organize poiiticai 
activities freeiy. 


't. 
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(4) Extent that opponents will be able to cciticize 
governnent policies and not face haccassment. 

(5) The lcind o£ intecnationai obsecvecs thece may be, and 
theic scope o£ activitxes. 

(6) The exclusion o£ acmed opposition leadecs £com any 
pacticipation in political li£e, including elections. 

It is impoctant that elections allow £ull, equal and 
unhindeced pacticipation and not be just a facade £oc 
continued contcol by one gcoup. 

When the culing political party contcols the army, the 
police, the media, the coucts, and vacious aspects o£ daily 
li£e thcough neignbochood ocganizations, £aic elections can 
hacdly be assuced. 


q.S. - Nicaraquan Aelations 

The q.S. has £ouc ob^ectives in its policy towacd Nicacagua: 

(1) An end to Nicacaguan suppoct £oc gueccilla gcoups in 
neighbocing countcies; 

(2) Sevecance o£ Nicacaguan military and security ties to cuba 
and the Soviet bloc; 

(3) Reduction o£ Nicacagua's military strength to leveis tnat 
would cestoce military equilibcium in the area; and 

(4) Pulfillment o£ ociginal Sandinista pcomises to suppoct 
democcatic plucalism and cespect human and civil cights. 

— These concecns could be met without any change o£ 
govecnment in Managua. The Sandinistas ace awace o£ U.S. 
concecns and those o£ theic neighbocs. 

These objectives are also ceflected- in the 21 pcinciples 
adopted last Septembec oy the pacticipants, including 
Nicacagua, in the Contadoca pcocess. 

— The U.S. has made its positiqn cleacy in its fcequent 
dicect contact's with the Nicacaguan govecnment, the most 
cecent o£ which were Seccetacy Sultz's June 1 visit to 
Managua and Ambassadoc Shlaudeman's June 25>27 talks with 
Nicacaguan Vice-Poceign Ministec Tinoco. The Sandinistas 
know that the U.S. would be responsive to positive steps 
the Sandinista cegime might take.

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A PRECEDENT FOR 1984? 


In 1972-74» Anastasio Somoza stepped aside from the 
presidency of Nicaragua, continuing as comoander of the 
National Guard and, after the 1972 earthquake, as President of 
the National Emergency Committee. 

In 1974, disregarding the advice of friends who thought the 
time had coroe for the family to withdraw from active politics, 
Somoza decided to become President again. To do so, he had the 
Constitution amended and barred nine out of ten opposition 
parties f rom the presidential election. Nicaragua s Roman 
Catholic Bishops warned in a pastoral letter that these 
electoral manipulations amounted to "legal war . 

Under those conditions, Somoza received a smashing 95 per 
cent of the votes: 218,156 votes to 11,997 for Edraundo Paguega 
Irias of the Conservative Party. But the victory was pyrrhic. 
Manv Nicaraguans, including former close associates of Somoza, 
became convinced a democratic end to the Somoza dynasty had 
become impossible.

When Fldel Castro released me and 24 
other poUtícal priscmers— using tíie Rev. 
Jesse Jackson as a front to take credit fttr 
this “humanitarian gesture“-soine petqtle 
may have sotten the impression that thls 
was the act of a regüne with a sincere 
concetn ft>r peace amt human lights. Al- 
thougfa we understand Mr. Jackson’s hap- 
piness at having brought to tbe U.S. a 
group of poütícal prisoners, those poUtícal 
prisoners were a silent testímony to the 
brutaUtíes of a system that must not be 
legitímized. Peifaaps it is possible to under-

stand the spirit of Castro’s government by 
analyzing the ccnditíons in which we Cu- 
ban poUtícal prisoneis Uve within the JaUs 
and prisons of Communist Cuba. 

AU of those released-without excep- 
tion— had served their sentences several 
years befttre. Instead of being released at 
the completicm of their sentences, accord* 
ing to the most basic principles of penal 
law, they were arbitraiily retained in 
prison without any legal procedure or pos* 
sibiUty of goUig before a tribunal to ex* 
press their views. 

Despite the 25 years that have elapsed 
since Castro took power, m(»e than a tíiou- 
sand of the poUtical prisonets sentenced to 
long JaU temis remain ccmfined Ui a cniel 
penal system. These are peiqile wlio nUght 
have said somethUig once a^dnst Castro’s 
regime. in those away days wben he 
was Just ciystalUzing Ms betrayal of demo- 
cratic IdeaJs. 

In the 196QS and 19705, we poUtícal piis- 
oneis were subject to physical torture. At 
tbe La Cabana prison and one on the 
Isle of Pine. I and my feUow ptistmeis 
were usuaUy beaten twice daUy duiing in- 
spectíons. ñcecutíons wme quite common. 


At La Cabana we could not see the execu- 
tions. thou^ we could hear the orders to 
flre and the screanis of the victíms every 
nigtat At tbe Isle of PUie, vdiere 300 mmi 
permanmitly Uved in tme compound with 
two toUets and <me shower, inistmers were 
kUIed Ui front of our eyes. 

Recratíy Castro has switcbed ftxim fo- 
cusUig (m pliyslcal torture to p^chologi- 
cal tortuR. Mbst prisoneis agree tbe psy* 
chological toiture is worse. F(» more tban 
six yeais, poUtícal piisoners have been 
held completely bicommuiiicado. They are 
not aUowed to receive letteis ot vlsits from 
tbeU* parents, wives or chUdren. Tliey are 
locked up the whole day in their tiny 
ceUs-Iess than S feet by 10 feet for two 
men. Tbey can waUc thitiugb the iutUs of 
their area only durUig the biief moments 
in viiich dUmer and breakfast are served. 
’They never have the opportunity of enjoy- 
Uig a Uttle Ut of sun Ui ttae open alr of the 
prison yard. Tliey have no'access to bo(Ucs. 
magazUies. radio or televisioii. 

Bven inside the prisons, the rule of wm- 
communicatíon is appUed with extreme 
rigor. Nobody is permitted to taUc to the 
poUtícal inisoners unless autíiorized pe- 
nal authoritíes. If a common prisoner-one 
nfao serves us meals or Uves tai nearby 
cells-daies to talk to a poUtícal prisoner, 
he wUI sulfer severe punishment for 21 
days and, acktttlonaUy, wUI kse his rigfat 
to receive visitois lOr many weefcs. 

Medical care for poUtical prlsoners is 
pathetic. Oesptte the fect that most po- 
Utícal prisoneis suffer ftom various UI- 
nesses tbat require steady treatment, the 
medicUies these prisoners need áre fre- 
quently suspended without reason. General 
medical care (dental, etc.) Is veiy Umited, 
and spedaUzed meiUcal care is wm-eids^ 
tent For example, many tíines prisoners 
got sick from eatlng the only meat weTe- 
ceived-outdated, Russian Canned meaL 
But medkal care or treatment is usually 
not provided for such aUments. 

We must think about th^ outrages, 
which never cease but only increase, each 


time Cfestro wisbes to use piUitical pris- 
oners as a form of merchandise to buy 
respectabÍUty. “Black-market operatíoos’’ 
that migfat further Castro's aUn maldng 
potttícal prisoners a Une of bustawss for his 
goveniment only saciiflce the digiiUy and 
prUicipIes of the men wfao are released. To 
see (festro as operattaig fiom a moral per 
spectíve, even if we (to it witb a huinani- 
taiian motívatíon. is not only a poUtical 
mistake but a great moral ofrOnse, as I 
said when we arrived at the Washtaigton 
aiiport 

Castro’s Unmoral maneuvers certalnly 
do not have tbe staicere purpose of soIvUig 
human rights problems Ui Cuba or looldng 
fOr peace tai Central Ameiica. We have to 
be very clear about tbat We aU want 
peace. But we (fc»’t want a peace that has 
the UnpUcatíon of lettíng aU the tyrants of 
tbe w(Hid flouiisb. We don’t want a peace 
that would aUow the people of otber coun- 
tiies to suffer IxHTibly. Fidel (festro is not 
looidng fOr peace. He is looking tp estab- 
Usta tyranny and (^ression aroimd the 
world because he is a Communist and a 
Communist wiU never truly desire peace 
ftom free natíons. even thm^ he may taUc 
about peace. 

If we are sUicere about our desfre to 
Uberate ptUitícal piisoneis under Castro’s 
heavy hand. tt wUI not be carried out by 
Castro’s Uivitatían to partícipate tai a 
moral ofrensive. Hiroiigta a seiious nxUii- 
Uzatíon ot the woiid's pubUc (qpfadao 
against Castro’s goveinment ctHnbined 
with hard economic and flnancial sanc- 
tíons, tt may be possible to paralyie tbe 
Uihumane actíons of this Communist re- 
gUne. Only then could there be a poöi- 
biUty of Uberattng the rest of the potttical 
prisoneis tai C>iba.
